TO-DAY’S NEWS 

Press Dispatches to Evenine GazEtrTs. 

EASTERN. | 
Terrible Boiler Explosion. 

LacrossE, Wis., April 8. 
Early yesterday morning the boiler of 
the Ballamac exploded, with terrible 
loss of life, near Brownsville, a few 
miles ‘below this city. The Ballamac 
was on her way up at the time of the 
disaster, and enly about ten miles 
below the city. Everything was run- 
ning smoothly and the head engineer 
and necessary night watch had changed 
watches and retired for -the night. 
The accident occurred about 1.30 a.m. 
and the explosion completely wrecked 
the upper works of the steamer, caus- 


ing loss of life and fearful injury to 
many of the officers andcrew. The 
crew consisted of 17 men, including 
officers. Of this number five are miss- 
ing. One is dead and three are prob- 
ably fatally injured, and the remainder 
are more or less hurt. The following 
is’a complete list of killed and miss- 
ing: Chas. R. Martin, Frank MeIntyre, 
second pilot. Supposed drowned: 
John Nolan, of New Orleans, fireman. 
Supposed to be in the: wreck: Swift 
Bell, a deck hand. Missing: George 
and William McCornish, brothers, 
supposed te be drowned. Injured: 
Capt. W. W. Gordon, first pilot, head 
cut, lips and nose badly lacerated ; Jas. 
Tully, head engineer, scalded about 
face and blown into the river; Chas. 
Monahan, of Dubuque, second engi- 
neer, scalded about the face; Morris 
Lesut, of La Orosse, fireman, leg bro- 
ken twice and burned in the back, 
injuries probably fatal; Tom Rice, 
tender, both legs badly burned, ampu- 
tation necessary, cannot recover; H. 
Tully, scalded about face and hands; 
Dave McCornish, badly scalded and 
otherwise injured, will probably die; 
Louis Suelflohn, mate, scalded and 
bruised ; Thomas Johnson of La Crosse, 
a little boy taking a trip orf the boat, 
had his arm hurt and burned. The 
inju nen were brought te this city 
and are being cared for. The citizens 
of Brownsyille deserve great credit rer 
their excellent services rendered in 
saving the c After the accident 
all was dark, a es for help from 
all'on board and in the water were 
most heartrending. Seldom has such 
an accident occurred ia this vicinity 
with such loss of life and destruction. 
The Ballamac was a comparatively 
new boat, this being her third year of 
service, and was considered perfectly 
safe, She is owned by Me@Donald 
Bros., of this city, and valued at $8,000. 
The cause of the explesion cannot be 
learned. The second engineer says 
the boiler had plenty of water at the 
time and 135 pounds of steam. 


A Business Man's Views. 
New York, April 7. 

“The Chinese bill was a terrible 
commercial mistake,” said Charles 8S. 
Smith, of the firm of George C. Rich- 
ards & Co., to areporter yesterday, 
“and the President did a good thing to 
veto it, The merchants have not been 
heard in this matter; only the politi- 
cians have had their say.: The com- 
merce of the East controis the com- 
merce of the world, and we are now 
getting a good share of that trade. To 
stop it now would be a fatal mistake. 
All Amprican goods ‘sent to China are 
honest goods, kept up to the standard, 
while British goods have deteriorated. 
The Chinese have found this out, and 
are giving our manufacturers the pref- 
erence. This is shown by the fact that 
our mills have sold their product akead 
up to July, to meet the»foreign de- 
mand. The Chinese believe in fair 
play, and, if we disregard our trea- 
ty obligations, we .may expect re- 
taliatory measures. This bill -comes 
to them like a slap in the face, and the 
Chinese are spirited as well as diplo— 
matic The bill would be a serieus 
blow to eur commerce. We want the 
Chinese in this ceuntry. They are 
hewers of wood and drawers of water, 
and that is what we need. The Pa- 
cific railroad would have required ten 
years longer to build than it did had 
it not been for Chinese labor. They 
make house servants, and we 
need ne kind of help more than that. 
That bill was simply prepared to 
please a few sand-lot politicians. It 
was the most crazy,’ idiotic and short-— 
sighted legislation ever attempted. 
Even if a new bill placing the limita— 
tion at ten years should pass, it would 
not be more than two or three years 
before the people who vote for its pass- 
age would be petitioning for its re- 
peal.”

was p ing. Adams was con- 
fused, and did not seem to know, 
what he was about; and the sharpers 
induced him to sign and indorse three 
checks--one for $17,500, one for $1,- 
600 and one for $250. 

Morrison frankly said he did not 
believe Mr. Adams knew what he 
was doing; and, as ‘he saw him after 
the swindle, coming from his home 
without any. apparent agitation, he 
(Morrison) supposed Adams had con- 
cluded to allow the check to be paid, 

Another man named J. F. Morton 
is implicated, but not as yet arrested. 
The matter was worked up by detec- 
tives employed by Adams’ clerks. 

J. 8. Morrison, who was arraigned 
to-day for larceny in obtaining checks 
from Charles Francis Adams, waived 
examination and, in default of bail for 
$25,000, went to jail. Defendant’s 
real name is James Fitzgerald, alias 
“The Kid:;” He is a professional 
bunko player. It has been ascertained 
that the check was given to B. M. 
Feraold, a lawyer, for collection, by. 
Norton, who claims to be a real estate 
dealer. Fernold suspected fraud, and 
ou the 29th deposited the check in his 
own name, thinking it the proceed.
